GOVERNMENT. COMMISSION'S 
: -, REPORT aoe 
« ‘THE’ FORD ENTERPRISE : 
‘ ae * rt 

In 1923'a special commission was 
sent to, Brazil by the United States 
Government to investigate and re- 
port.on the possibilities of develop- 
ing the rubber-plantation industry 
in the Amazon Valley. ‘The com- 
mission . constated of a highly 
efficient technical’ staff, belonging 
to the Departments of Commerce 
and of Agriculture, besides geolo- 
botanical and 
other technical members who were 
sent by the Brazilian Government. . 
. The commission spent nearly a 
year in the Amazon Valley dtudying 
all the conditions of soil, climate, 
population, labour, health, sanita- 
tion, ,transportation and. com- 
municatjon, :Besides rubber, other 
industries and resources were taken 
into consideration... *The report 
which was published in 1925 show- 
ed that in the Amazon Valley there 
are more than’ 300,000,000 rubber 
bearing trees, and presumably ‘this 
refers to Heveas only. The reason 
why they are not being exploited is 
the lack of capital and labour. 

After a thorough study of. the 
whole’ Amuzon basin, the report 
recommends the Lower Amazon. or 
the State of Para, and specially the 
region which comprises the rivers 
Tapnjos, Xingu and Tocantins, The 
first one of these rivers, the

Ford sent ¢ commission, which ar- 
rived in Para ‘n March, 1926, to 
study the conditions, not only of 
the, Amazon Valley, but’ of the 
whole of Brazil, economically, in- 
dustrially, financially, and commer- 
cially. On its first trip this com- 
mission spent more than three 
months investigating 
and among the many placés exam. 
ined the lands on the Tapajos River 
drew its attention. :
